Wheat’ No Bar 


CHICAGO, Sept. 26- irP)—Di­ 
rectors of the 
Chicago Board of 
Trade 
today decided 
to permit 
continued trading iii wheat futures 
despite government announcement 
that on May I, 1945, it will buv un­ 
redeemed 1944 loan wheat and pay 
producers a 15 per cent bonus, 
less carrying charges. 
The government 
purchase pro­ 
gram, undertaken in an effort to 
assure producers parity prices, is 
expected to greatly increase the 
amount of grain impounded under 
the loan and dry up supplies avail­ 
able for delivery on future con­ 
tracts. 
The parity price for a bushel of 
wheat was SI.50 on Aug. 15. The 
September 14 parity prices have 
not been announced.

thing can be said—the defects do 
not prevent officient work rn civil 
life, no r seriou sly impair fu tu re 
health. 
Prev entible Co nditio ns 
Still another grou p of nearly 
ha lf a million inclu des conditions 
tha t a re preventible— tu bercu losis 
(107 ,000), syphilis (286,000), gon­ 
o rrho ea (18 ,000) and other infec­ 
tio ns a nd parasitic diseases (4.- 
000). These wou ld be prevented in
